It has been unusually dry during the 
week, which, coupled with the four weeks 
of oppressively hot weather in July ana 
August, has caused the water in many of 
the streams of the state to dfyv up con- 
siderably, leaving the streams very low 

The forecaster sei: out the most dts- 
couraging report of the year this week It 
is as follows: 

“Excessively drv weather, with Warm 
days and cool nights, predominated during 
the past wee k, to the serious detriment of 
all growing and maturing crops. Cotton 
continues to open very fast, and picking Is 
advancing with all possible dispateh. The 
crop is now too far advanced to be benetited 
by rain. Indeed, it is a question if this 
crep would not be considerably lessened 
now should rain occu! More than half 
the crop is now open The

of our correspondents think it will not 
much bevond # per cent of fast year’s 
crop. Turnips are suffering seriously, eand 
unless rain occurs very soon the entire 
crop will be a complete failure. Pastures 
are drying up and stock growing thin, In 
many sections stoek water is becoming 
very scarce. Streams are drying up and 
springs and wells getting low. The housing 
of late corn has commenced, with pros- 
pects very discouraging as to the yield. 

Young cotton, peas, corn, potatoes ahd 
other minor crops will be ruined without 
rain very soon. Rain is also badly needed 
to soften up the ground and put it in con- 
ditién for plowing and tall seeding. Gatr- 
dens are completely ruined, and there are 
practically no vegetables for home con- 
sumption. 

Northern Georgia. 

“Drv weather continued throughout thre 
northern counties during the past Week, 
except in a few favored localities where 
rain fell on the 4th, temporarily breaking 
a drought which has lasted six weeks. 
While the rain came tvo late to benefit 
cotton, it freshened up other vegetation 
considerablv. Over most of the northern 
section the drought continues and all 
crops are suffering serious:yv. Cotton is 
opening very fast; more than half the crop 
is already open, and is being picked as 
rapidly as possible. The crop in this sec- 
tion is variousiy estimated ai from half 
to three-fourths of last vear’s yield. Late 
corn is being housed. This crop 1s very 
poor. Pasturés are failing rapidly, and 
stock growing thin, as a natural conse- 


- quence. Gardens are about ruined, so that 


it is difficult to secure vegetables for home 
consumption. The pear crop will be very 
short, unless rain falls very soon. Turnips 


‘are in such a condition that rain must 


come soon or the crop will be a total 
failure. 
Middle Georgia. 

“Reports from counties throughout this 
section of the state are even more dis- 
couraging than those from the upper coun- 
ties. No rain, except a few light and wide- 
ly scattered showers, too light to lay the 
dust, has fallen, and veygetation of every 
kind is drying up. Cotton picking is In 
progress and being pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible. The Wbolls are about 
all open. It is thought by many of our 
correspondents that this year’s cro) will 
not be over half of that of 1895. The nigths 
and early mornings are cool, but the days 
are very Warm, and the heat has a serious 
effect upon working stock. Garflens are 
nearly all ruined, and vegetables are very 
scarce. Peas, potatoes, cane and all minor 
crops are in a very serious condition. on 
account of the continued dry weather. Rain 
is now badly needed to snake the turnip 
crop, and to put the land in proper conii- 
tion for fall seeding. Pastures are very 
poor and failing rapidly, and stock water 
in many localities is very scarce. Springs 
and streams are running low. Stock, as a 
rule, is in poor condition and losing flesh. 

Southern Georgia. 

“The prevalent weather conditions 
throughout the southern counties have 
been very unfavorable to the growth of 
vegetation during the past week. The light 
showers which fell during the latter part 
of the preceding week were followed by 
excessive sunshine, which had a tendency 
to scald vegetation rather than promote its 
growth. Early cotton is nearly all opened 
and much of it has been ginned and sold. 
Late cotton is looking Very badly;the leaves 
and bolls are dropping before maturing. 
The crop is considerably below the average. 
late corn is made and some has been 
gathered. The crop is short. The vines of 
field peas are drving up and leaves are 
dropping off for lack of sufficient moisture. 
Pastures have failed considerably during 
the past week. Good rains would help to 
make sweet potatoes, turnips and bring out 
pastures. Many streams are almost dry, 
and stock water generally is searce. In 
this section of the state it is thought the 
cotton crop will be but little over half the 
average.”
